LINDSAY —- Mosquito 
Abatement _ Investigating 
committee in Lindsay is 
apparently ready. to move 
forward on formation of a 
Mosquito Abatement dis- 
trict that would include not 
only the general Lindsay 
area, but Porterville, 
Strathmore, Springville, 
Poplar, Cotton Center, 
Terra Bella and Ducor as 
well, 

Indications now are that 
district formation will be 
sought through petitioning 
the Tulare county board 
of supervisors, rather than 
by asking for a vote of the 
people involved. 

If 10 per cent of the 
registered voters with- 
in the proposed district in- 
dicate by petition that they 
desire formation of the dis- 
trict, supervisors, under 
state law, have the author- 
ity to establish the dis- 
trict. 

As presently proposed, 
the district would cover 
some 396 square miles and 
would have an assessed 
valuation of $97,000,000. 
Directors of the district 
would have the power to 
tax up to 15 cents, and with 
approval of the board of 
supervisors, on up to 40 
cents per $100 of assess- 
ed valuation.
